Reasons for the ‘lack of ers 
thusiasm are that the pool 
would cater for only a few who 
swim here; the council would 
be called upon > to bear the 
brunt of the cost by spending 
ratepayers money to help peo- 
ple from other municipalities; 
the shark rroof fence would act 
as a catcher for seaweed and 
the money could be better spent 
in beautifying the foreshore. 


However council decided to 
grant permision for the launch- 
. ing of an appeal for funds tak- 
ing the view that if residents 
were civic minded enough to 
raise money for a worthy cause 
it was up to the council to give 
support. 





Asking for this support thesubsidise. It

He said the Attorney General 
had been approached for per- 
mission to raise money, by 
raffling a motor car.
